Thr  NorlallHdc.Wlnjr 
The  eJcnlficanco  of  Mr.  Snowden  a 
challenae  la  that  Uf.  with  Mr.  J. 
Ramsay  Mucdonald  and  othsra  of 
the  party,  belong  to  the  Independent 
Labor  Party,  which  la  the  Socialist 
wing  of  the  Parliamentary  Liabor 
Party,  and  numbers  10  out  of  a  total 
of  143  Labor  nipmbrrs  of  the  House. 
This  wing  rpprescnta,  however,  not 
rovolutlonary  Horlaliam,  but  what  Is 
xenprally  termed  Intellectual  BoclaN 
inn),  aiming  at  gradual  Boclallem. 

In  the  courao  of  his  apeerh  Intro- 
ducing his  motion,  Mr.  Snnwden  said 
that  between  1174  and  190  8  wages 
had  tncreaaed  only  lO  per  cent,  while 
Incomes  received  by  those  who  made 
no  contribution  by  their  labor  had 
Increased  twelve  fold. 

Under  the  present  capitalist  syatem 
masses  of  people  were  working  undf-r 
unhealthy  condition.-*  at  low  wagea, 
while  at  tho  othor  rnd  of  the  Sbclal 
Bcale  wore  |)eo|»le  so  rich  that  even 
th«'  iin.'Kinatioii  unable  to  devise 

a  nicana  of  spending  their  nuper- 
abundant  wealth. 

CHpltallam.  he  continued,  has  not 
always  existed;  It  was  only  one  stage 
of  the  evohillen  of  'aoclal  economy, 
and  waa  rapldlr  |Ni|Np|i|f  .fway. 
"Wbote.  ■oiinew  oC  FaHiaoMmt" 
Mr.  Bnowden  argued  the  whole 
bualneJin  of  parliament,  waa  dealing 
with  failure  of  private  enterprise. 

He  declared  that  88  per  cent  of  the 
wptilth  uf  the  country  waa  owned  by 
(WO  and  a  half  per  9001  of  the  popu- 
lation. ^ 

"A  t>>raldable  Indletaaem 
Mr.  Snowden's  motion  having  been 
ficionded.  Sir  Alfred  Mond  moved  an 
Indopcndent  Liberal  amendment  set- 
ting forth  varlou.s  reaaona  a^p^nst 
Horiallzlnn  Induslry.  and  aannrtlng 
that  existing  evlla  can  and  must  be 
remedied,  not  by  sudden  and  revolu- 
tionary changes,  but  by  «  wise  and 
beneficial  economic  policy  which  the 
amendment  outlined.  He  admitted 
that  Mr.  Bnowden  had  delivered  a 
very  carefully  reasoned  and  clever 
speech,  but  failed  to  show  that  under 
the  Koolallat  system  no  aurh  evila  as 
romplatncd  of  under  capilalism  would 
orcur;  the  spee<  h  was  a  formidable 
indictment,  not  only  of  the  capitalists' 
ayaleni.  but  of  civilisation  from  the 
creation  of  the  world.

TOUONTf).  March  20.— Detective 
P.  Mitchell,  who  searched  many  parts 
of  the  world  for  three  years  for  trace 
of  the  miaaing  Toronto  millionaire, 
Ambrose  J.  Hmalt,  today  told  the  sur- 
roKaie  court  that  not  only  was  Rmall 
dead,  but  that  he  knew  within  a 
seventy  acre  area  where  he  was 
buried.  He  refused  to  eUte  where  he 
believed  the  body  to  be.  Judge  Coats- 
worth  auted  that  the  witness  waa  not 
obliged  to  adswer.

Mr.  JoM4'ph  Bostowitz,  one  of  Vic- 
toria's oldest  and  best-known  clti- 
xena,  of  whom  few  have  been  niore 
prominently  identified  with  the  com- 
mercial activity  and  growth  Of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  died  yesterday  morning 
at  the  Jubilee  Hoyiui  after  a 
month'e  Illness.  His  death  removes 
yet  another  member  from  that  fast- 
dwindling  band  of  pioneer  merchants 
and  .  traders  whose  energy  and  enfpr- 
prlae  In  the  Bixties  and  seventlea  laid 
the  foundation  of  the  thriving  com- 
merce of  the  coast  today. 

The  late  Mr.  Boscowlts  waa  88 
years  of  age.  and  had  spent  more 
than  sixty  of  them  in  thia  city.  He 
was  born  in  Bavaria,  buf  left  his 
native  land  as  a  lud,  and  drifted  to 
San  Francisco  In  tho  fifties.  After 
a  few  years  In  the  California  city,  he 
came  to  Victoria  wlili  the  influx  of 
population  of  that  |>eriod,  landing  at 
Eaqulmall  In  18tt2.  White  resldenU 
were  few  and  far  between  at  that 
time,  the  city  being  little  more  than 
the.  trading  poet  founded  some  yeara 
previoiuly  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany. It  was  the  fur  trade  that  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  Mr.  Boscow- 
lts. and  ho  embarked  upon  a  most 
active  career  In  that  line  of  busi- 
ness. Hla  early  trading  operations  took 
him  over  the  whole  Province,  and  on 
the  Weet  Coast  of  Vancouver  Island 
he  eitabllsbed  poatg  at  Clayoquot  and 
Uduelet  for  trade  with  the  Indians. 
Thia  was  at  a  time  when  the  tribes 
of  the  West  Coast  were  treacherous 
bands  of  savages,  and  those  who  went 
among  them  did  so  ut  no  small  peril. 

Subsequently,  Mr.  Boacowlts  organ- 
ized the  Alaska  Commercial  Com- 
pany, which  had  a  lease  of  the  Prl- 
bllof  Islands  In  Behring  Sea,  and 
tried  to  monopoliae  the  sealing  indus- 
try la  the  North  Pacific.  The  Vic- 
toria sealing  fleet  of  twenty  and  thirty 
years  ago  had  endless  trouble  with 
this  organlr.at ion. 

Mr.  Boacowiti  founded  the  com- 
pany with  headquarters  at  Han  Kran- 
claco,  but  shortly  afterwarda  severed 
his  connection  with  it,  selling  out  for 
a  large  sum  of  money,  lie  continued 
to  engage  in  sealing  however,  and  in 
1114  equipped  a  scaling  .xchnoner  and 
sent  It  into  Behring  Sea,  being  the 
first  white  man  to  do  so.  He  ihu.i 
originated  the  sealing  methods  that 
becanio  a  thorn  In  the  Kldc  of  the 
Alaska  company,  and  lead  eventually

U.S.  State  and  Navy  Depart- 
ments Recall  Public  State- 
ments on  Alterations  to 
Capital  Ships  of  Britain 

BRITISH  QOVERNMENT 

FORWAfiOCD  DENIAL 


Repeated  References  Had 
Been  Made  by  Officials 
to  Changes  in  Status  of 
British  Treaty  Fleet 

WASHINGTON,  March  20. 
— Public  statements  made 
by  officials  of  the  Unilccl 
States  Government  to  the  effect 
tliat  substantial  altcratitjtis  had 
been  effected  in  British  capital 
ships  to  increase  their  battle 
ranfjc  and  defensive  armament 
were  formally  corrected  today  by 
both  the  State  and  Navy  Depart- 
ments, 

Acting  on  tho  oasuranre  of  the 
JJriilsli  CJ-ovornincni  that  their  in- 
forniution  waa  Inaccurate,  Secretary 
Hughca  recalled  tho  reference  he  had 
made  to  the  Brlllbh  naval  modifica- 
tion in  his  speech  at  New  Haven  laat 
December,  and  Acting  Secretary 
Roosevelt  took  stralter  action  'Wtth 
respect  to  statements  he  had  made 
before  Congressional  committees. 

CoRoctloBa  Made 

At  both  dspartments  it  was  Indi- 
cated that  the  corrections  had  been 
made  after  the  British  Qovernment 
had  called  attention  to  the  effect  In 
Great  Britain  of  repeated  references 
by  high  public  officials  In  the  United 
States  to  changes  In  the  Status  of  the 
Uritiah  treaty  fleet. 

Mr.  Hughes'  statement  was  as  fol- 
lows: 

"In  my  speech  at  Now  Haven  on 
December  2»,  1922,  I  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement  with  respect  to  al- 
terations in  the  British  capital  ships: 

"  'The  result  is  that  in  a  consider- 
able number  of  British  ships  bulges 
have  been  fitted,  fclevatlons  of  turret 
guna  Increased,  and  turret  loading  ar- 
rangements modified  to  conform  to 
Increased  elevations.' 

"In  making  this  statement  I  relied 
upon  specific  Information  which  had 
been  furnlBlicd  l.y  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment,'and  v.  hi<  li.  of  course,  the  Navy 
Department  believed  to  be  true. 
AdTlaad  by  Briialn 

'iXho  Department  of  State  has 
been  advlaed  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment categorically  'that  no  altera- 
tions have  been  made  in  the  elevation 
of  the  turret  guns  of  any  British 
capital  ships  since  they  were  placed 
In  commission,'  and  further  'that  no 
additional  deck  protection  haa  been 
provided  since  February  6,  1922,  the 
date  of  the  signing  of  the  Washington 
treaty.' 

"It  gives  me  pleasure  to  make  this 

correction,  as  it  is  desired  that  there 
should  be  no  public  misapprehen- 
sion."

Calling  of  Vl'orld  i:«momlr  t'onfrr- 
cn««  Is  Suggested   for  Mnancc 
Section  uf  I'nngrpss  at  Rome 

ROMS,  March  20.— The  calling  of 
a  world  economic  conference  to  settle 
the  world  economic  difflcultles,  and 

pronouncement  of  the  International 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  reparations. 
inter-Allied  debts,  inteniullonal  debts, 
budKcts  ,ind  exchanKc.s  are  contained 
in  a  rcHolutiiin  drafted  liy  the  Aiiitri- 
can  delegation  tonight  to  be  presented 
to  the  finance  section  of  the  congress 
tomorrow  morning. 

On  reparations  the  resolution  agrees 
that  <;ermany  must  pay,  that  she 
must  admit  ber  Just  obligations,  and' 
that  an  adjustment  sliuuld  l>i'  uiadu 
that  would  not  ruin  the  tjeiman  na- 
tion. The  resolution  pointH  out  that 
any  settlement  would  be  futile  with- 
out guarantees,  and  declares  that  se- 
curity against  attack  also  must  be 
assured.

ADVISES  CAUTION  IN 
CHANGING  BANK  ACT 


Any   DmMio   Alterations   Would  Ro 
Disturbing  to  Baaln<>sa,  Says 
Ilnaaoo  Minister 

OTTAWA,  .March  20. — In  Ihe 
House  of  Commons  today,  Hon,  W,  H, 
Fielding.  Minister  of  Finance,  moved 
a  resolution  providing  "that  It  Is  ex- 
pedient to  revise  the  law  relating  tn 
hanking;  to  continue  until  tho  first 
day  of  July,  I1J3,  the  charters  of 
Ihe  several  hunks  to  which  the  pro- 
vlsion.i  of  the  Itank  Act  apply;  to 
authfirlr-e  the  payment  out  of  conaolU 
dated  revenue  fund  of  remuneralloit 
to  auditors  for  special  examination* 
of  the  affairs  or  business  of  bankn 
which  the  Minister  of  Klnance  may 
require  to  be  made,  and  to  provide 
for  the  charge  of  fees  In  eotineeilon 
with  the  regisi  ration  of  f'TiiritieU 
taken  under  the  authority  of  the  act."' 
At  TmnendfAu  Coet 

Mr,  Fielding  said  tho  Hank  Ac| 
was  the  fruit  of  the  Inhors  of  a  grest 
miitiy  Finance  Ministers  in  the  past. 
Any  drastic  change  In  it  at  preaent 
would,  he  thought,  be  unwise  and 
disturbing  to  business.  IIm  felt  that 
Parliament  would  be  wise  to  go  slowly 
In  making  changes  in  the  Bank  Act, 
He  did  not  favor  a  system  of  Gov* 
ernment  lns|>ectlon  of  hanka.  With 
the  branch  system  now  obtaining  in 
Canads,  such  sn  Inspection  could 
only  be  undertaken  at  trcmcndoUe 
oost. 

Furthermore  auch  Inspection  would 
have  a  tendency  to  Induce  people  to 
hold  the  (lovernment  responsible  for 
thn  bank  The  general  frsmework 
of  the  Hank  Act  Mr.  Fielding  held 
to  be  good,  bui  improvements  were 
to  t>e  proposed  growing  out  of  thO 
experience  of  the  last  ten  yoara. 

The  general  system  of  auditing 
would  be  continued,  but  made  some- 
what more  rigid.  It  waa  proponed 
that  every  bsnk  would  have  two 
auditors  chosen  by  the  shareholders; 
that  thejr  abouM  not  bo  Iwth  mem- 
bera of  one  flrn,  oor  abouid  they 
eontlntsa  aa  audHom"  for  mora  than 
thra^  jraars  in  sueeesslon.

Our    i'olice    Commission  should 
take  a  more  lively  interest  in  the 

n-atter  of  prevetiting  juvenile  delin- 
quency in  the  light  of  recent  happen- 
ings. It  is  a  moral  force  Iff  the  com- 

nninity  and  there  is  no  phase  of 
morality  about  which  it  should  be  so 
mnch  concerned  as  wrong-doing 
among  minors.  This  is  a  subject 
upon  which  cander  is  necessary.  It 
is  a  reflection  upon  attthority  and 

the  method.s  of  authority  that  there 
should  have  been  so  many  youthful 
delinquencies  in  this  city  during  some 
time  past.  There  is  no  assurance 
that  we  know  of  that  we  are  at  the 
end  of  theSe,  an<^  in  the  light  of  ex- 
perigee  safegtiai^ds  still  remain  to 
be  provided.  The  Police  Commis- 
sion, among  other  authorities,  has 
a  dirty  in  the  premises.  For  one 
thing  it  has  the  duty  oi..calling  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  Curfew  By- 
f.aw  or  else  some  other  and  more 
efficient  measure  to  supercede  it.  It 
has,  too,  some  duty  in  asking  all 
others  responsible,  and  particularly 
the  parents  and  the  teachers,  to  exert 
greater  influences  in  the  inculcation 
of  morality  among  the  young. 

This  matter  of  juvenile  delinquency 
is  a  cause  for  public  concern.  What 
are  the  influences  responsible  for  it? 
It  has  been  pointed  out  before  that 
It  indicates  a  lack  of  parental  re- 
sponsibility, and  this  want  is  appar- 
ent by  boy.s  and  girls  being  found 
on  our  streets  at  late  hours  of  the 
night.  Temptations  are  more  mani- 
fold todsy  than  they  ever  were,  and 
the  discipline  necessary  to  guard 
against  them  should  be  more  rigid. 
No  single  influence  can  effect  the 
remedies  so  much  de*ire<l,  Init  all 
moral  influences  combined  can  do  a 
great  deal  of  good.  Our  columns 
'Show  how  public  attention  has  been 
centred  On  this  subject.  It  is  better 
moral  training  that  is  needed  in  the 
homes  and  in  the  schools  and  our 
Police  Commission,  among  other 
authorities,  should  have  a  certain  re- 
sponsibility in  pi'tntinu  this  out.  for 
its  mission  is  not  alone  to  detect 
crime,  but.  as  well,  to  prevent  crime 

from,  being  perpetrated. 

\  qucstionnsirc  distributed  among 
332  editors  in  the  United  States 
shows  that  239  of  these  are  emphati- 
cally in  favor  of  the  French  occupa- 
tion of  the  Ruhr  district.
